‘Great Commoner’; L. B. Mus- 
grove, State Chairman 


Birmingham, Ala.—(Special,)—L. B 
Musgrove, of Jasper, as state chair. 
man for the Willlam Jennings Bryan 
Memorial Association, has issued an 
appeal to friends of the late Mr. Bryan 
to raise Alabama's quota of $6,000, and 
he has appointed publishers or editors 
of dailies, gsemi-weeklies or weeklies 
in each respective county seat to act 
as chairman of the county committees. 

The William Jennings Bryan Me: 
morial Association will erect a me: 
mortal to cost $260,000, and to take 
the form of a group of etatuary de- 
picting outstanding episodes in the 
public career of the Commoner, and 
each state has been asked to raise the 
sum of $5,000 aa ite quota. 

Josephus Daniels, former secretary 
of the navy, of Raleigh, N. C., ls the 
president of the national association; 
Wm. H, Thompeon, of Lincoln, Neb., 
is first vice-president; P. H. Callahan, 
of Louisville, Ky., secretary; and M., F. 
Dunlap, of Jacksonville, IL, treasurer. 

Miss Clara Norvell, of Jasper, has 
been designated as treasurer of the 
fund for Alabama by State Chairman 
Musgrove, and all remittances showd 
be made to her. 

"It is the idea of the committee,” 
explaing Col, P. H. Callahan, of Loufs- 
ville, secretary of the association, “to 
have a series of bas-relief figures rep- 
resenting Mr. Bryan in his character- 
fatic poses, for which purpose a alte 
will be donated in Washington, D, C., 
by Congress, 

“One figure, for instance, will rep- 
resent him delivering his famous ad- 
dress before Congress on tariff in 
1898—his real introduction to the 
American people; another represent- 
ing his ‘cross of gold’ speech of 1896 
in Chicago, and representing his activi- 
tles in Democratic conventions; an- 
other will show him with Bible in hand 
as a teacher and leader of the moral 
issues, while another will depict him 
ae secretary of state signing the Bryan 
peace treaties with 82 nations of the 
world. There will also be represen- 
tation of the leadership given by Mr. 
Bryan to the movements to enact the 
17th, 18th and 19th amendments, for 
all of his friende believe they would 
not have been added to our constitu- 
tion without his advocacy.” 

Mr. Musgrove points out that the 
money will be raised throughout the 
United States without a penny of ex- 
pense through this campaign, directed 
by Mr. Daniels and other officere of 
the national association. It Ie ex- 
pected, according to Mr. Musgrove, to 
obtain the necessary sum by March 
19, the birthday of Mr. Bryan, which 
hee been designated as “Bryan Day,” 
and will be observed by a series of 
celebrations throughout the country. 

“The best sculptor obtainable will 
be employed,” said Mr. Musgrove, “to 
execute the designs, which will per- 
petuate the memory not only of the 
deeds of the Great Commoner, but of 
the greatest personality of his day. 

“IT have no doubt that there are 
surely 5,000 friends of Mr. Bryan in 
this state who would give at least $1 
each to commemorate the memory of 
William Jennings Bryan, man and citt- 
zen, who, like no other of his day and 
generation, has left his imprint and 
bis influence for righteousness on th‘ 
nation.”
